Containing the hijlory of the 'dead^ fome 
tofkbs^ and a parcel of ghofis. 

i**"^^ E will for a while^ faid Afmo- 
. W ^ deus, fufpend our examination 
;^**<p')J( of the living, and for fome mo- 
ments interrupt the repofe of the dead ; 
let us take a curfory view of the fepulchral 
monuments in this cathedral, of the per- 
fons they contain, and examine into the 
reafofls why they were eredted. 
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The firft that you fee oa the right 
hand contains the forrowful remains of a 
general officer, who, like Agamemnon*, , 
on his return from the wars, found an 
-ffighiftus in his houfe. In the fecond 
there lies a young gentleman of si noble 
family, who being minded at a buU-feaft 
to. give his miftrefs a fample of his valour 
and dexterity, fell a facrifice to the rage 
of thefe fierce animals, And rn the third 
there refts an old prelate, who departed 
this lifefomewhat before his time ; for whca 
he made his will he wa5 in good health. 
But having read it to his domeftics, to 
each of whom, like a kind mailer, he had 
Bequeathed fomething, his cook became 
impatient, and would wait no longer for 
his legacy. 

* Ags^memnon, king of Mycenae and fon of A« 
treus, chofen generaliffimo of the combined forces 
of the Greeks in the war of Troy, upon his return 
home wasilainby hisov^n coufm^ghiflus thefon 
<rfTbycftes, brother of Atreus, at a banquet, by 
theinhigation of Clytemneflra, with whom he li^ 
lived in adultecy during the abience-of Agameav* 
non. , She and iEghiftus were afterwards (lain by 
her oWn fon Oreftes. This has lately been the 
fubjeft of an Englilh tragedy. 

This 
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This fourth tomb receives .the a(hes of 
m man, who never concerned himfelf with 
any thing but being condant in his devoirs 
at court. For fixty years together he 
.made his appearance there morning and 
evening ; and the king, to reward his 
faithful attendance, loaded him with f*:« 
vours. •* And this courtier, replied Don 
Cleofas, was he a man apt to ferve his 
friends ?** " He ferved no one, replied 
the demon. No man could be more li- 
beral of promifes, but he never kept one 
of them." " What a wictch 1 faid Cleo- 
fas : if human fociety was to be lop*d of 
ail its ufelefe excreicencbs, courtiers of 
fuch a ftamp ^eferve firft to be- difcarded 
fit>m it." " This otlicr monument, con* 
tinued Afnaodews, ts the rcpofitory of the 
mortal part of a noble lord, zealous for 
the imereft of his cotincry, and the glory 
of his king. He fpent his whole life in 
embaffies at Romje, in France, in Eng- 
land, and in P<n*tugal ; and in the courfe 
of his miniflry fo cifTedually ruined his 
ferctine, rthat when ;he died he did not 
ieaj^ fu^ient to bury him ; but the 
king;^ in .gratitude for his ipaft fervices, 
defrayed the expences of his funeral. 

' r, B a L,^t 
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Let us now go and take a view of the 
tombs on the oth^r fide. The firft is 
that of a great merchant, who left im- 
menfe wealth to his children ; bur, left 
they fliould forget from whence they 
came, caufed his name and quality to be 
engraved on his monument ; for which 
hispofterity at this day are no ways thank* 
ful to his memory. 

The fuperb maufoleum next to this, 
which furpafles all the reft in the magni-^ 
fictnce of ics ftrufture, is a mafter-piece 
of art, which ftrangers look at with ad- 
miration." ** I do the fame, fays Zam- 
bullo, and am particularly taken with 
thcfe two figures upon their knees. They 
are highly finifhed, and thefculptor muft 
have been an exquifite ardft ; put pray 
inform me of the perfons whom they re- 
prefent." " You fee, fays Afmodeus, 
a duke and his dutchefs. The firft was a 
great officer of ftate, and filled his poft 
with honour ; and his lady lived in the 
higheft devotion. I muft tell you a ftory 
of this good lady ; you may perhaps think 
it a little odd for one of her piety, and it 
is this.

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'She had for a long time as her»dire(9:or, 
a friar of the order of Merci, named Je- 
Tom d'Aguilares, a good man, and a fa-» 
mous preacher, with whom fiie was quit^ 
latisfyM ; when there happened to ftart 
up a dominican, who preached in fuch a 
manner, that all the people of Madrid 
were in raptures with him. This new 
orator was called brother Placidus, and 
cardinal Ximenes was not followed as a 
preacher more than he, Infhort, his repu- 
tation was fuch, that he preached to the 
£0urt) by whorti Jie was even more ap- 
.plauded than he had been by the people. 
•Ac firft the dutchefs piqued herfelf up- 
lennot being influenced by the fame of this 
new orator, and not indulging her curio- 
£ty fo far as to go and hear him. But fhe 
«kad a further motive, Ihe wanted to con • 
"vince her director that he had a penitent 
of fo much delicacy, as could feel for the 
•chagrin and uneafincfs this new comer 
might occafion him. But Ihe could not 
be fo much miftrefs .for herfelf for ever. 
The dominican made fo much noife, that 
at laft her curiofity got the better of her. 
She faw him; heard him preach, relifhed 
his dodrine, followed him, and the in- 
conftant creature even formed a project 
for getting herfelf under his dircftion.

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: The firft ftep fhe was obliged to take 
was to get rid of the friar, which was no 
♦■afy. matter, for a fpiritual guide is not 
flialcen off fo foon as a gallant. A devo- 
lee doss not chufe to be thought a jilt in 
I'piritual matters, and to lofe the eftcem 
uf the direftor (he quits. Well, how did 
fiL\y lady duchefs manage the matter, think 
you ?. Next time Ihe fa w father Jerora, Ihe 
Jpoke to him in a manner that tefliiie4 
leal affliftion." " Father Jerotxi, faidflie^ 
] am on the brink of defpair. Thifl ino>> 
menc 1 labour, under unutterable affliftianv 
anguifh, and aftoniihfnei^*' ^^ Bleis m% 
faid Aguilanes, whan is the mattes with 
your grace?** *' Oh SirT wotdd yoa 
think it,, anfwered ihe:? My lord,, who 
has hitherto never fafpefbd mj virtue^ 
and who,, without uaealhiefsy 'has kt me 
be fo long under your dtie£Ban^ is all of 
a fudden fciiied wkfa a fk:of jeakmiy, and 
infifts yau' fiiall hare me no longer for 
your penitent. Did you ever hear of fuch 
a capriiiiousi wfaitn.? I expoftuiated the 
matter with him to no purpoie : I told 
l^im what an outrage he committed againft 
common decency, to entertain a jealoufy 
of a man of the moft exalted piety, and 
who was quite dead to ail lulls of the 

gefh. 
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flefh. In (hort, my defendina; you fe^rved 
only to confirni his fufpicfons. 

Father Jeroni, cunning as he w^?,, btr 
came the dupe of this feigned ftory* Cer- 
tain it is, fhe affirmed the truth of all the 
circumftances in fuch a manner as niighi 
have djiceived an angel ; and though the 
pious prieft had many fubftantial reafons 
for not lofing fuch a. penitent as my l^dy 
dutchefs, he could not get oQ^ defirin^ 
her to compfy with the will of her hulr 
band'. But his reverence judged* fomc 
time' after, otherwife of the matter, when 
fie ffeurtrf hi's moft noble peoiteot wa^ 
•under the fpiritual guidance of br^ojther 
Pl'acidus. 

Next to thiagrapdeeahd his ingenious 
lady, a lefsfqp^rb monunient contains the 
odly coupled* re^iains of a direftor of the 
Indies and his young wife. This man of 
many plums, in the three- fcore and third 
year of his age, married a girl qf nine- 
teen. He had by a former venter two 
children, whom he v/as juft going to. diC- 
inherit, when he was prevented by an apo- 
plectic fit ; and his wife followed him 
within the four and twenty hours, in a fie

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of madnefs that he had not flept with his 
fathers a few days later. 

Wc are now conne to the moft honoured, 
themofl" refpefted monument of this ab- 
"bey. The Romans had not the tomb of 
■Romulus in greater veneration than the 
Spaniards have this.'" " What great man 
muft this be, faid Leandro Perez ?'* '* A 
man, faid Afmodeus, who in his life- 
time was abfoluteminifter of the Spanifh 
monarchy, which perhaps never faw his 
equal. The king his matter, with per- 
fedt confidence, repofed upon hirii the 
whole charge of government, and neither 
he nor his people had caufe to repent it. 
His adminiftr^tion increafed the happinefs 
of the people and the glory of the empire, 
nor was he more diftinguifhed for his high 
abilities in the art of government, than 
lor the private virtues of humanity and 
.'piety. But nocwithftanding that even in 
his dying moments his heart had nothing 
to reproach him with, yet the very na 
tui*e of the employment , he had filled, 
made him that he could not meet death 
without trembling. 

Beyond the monument of this great 
man, fo dcfervedlyvregretted, obferve, in 

that 
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that corner yonder, a piece of black mar- 
ble fixed to a pillar. Shall I open the 
fepulchre below, and (hew you the re- 
mains of a city beauty, who died in the 
flower of her age, and whofe charms daz- 
zled the eyes of every one ? Lo now fhe 
isreducedto dufl:. 

When alive flie was fo inchantingly 
beautiful, that her father lived in conti- 
nual apprehenfions, left fome one or other 
fhould run away with her, which very 
probably would have been the cafe, had 
Ihe lived much longer. Three gentle- 
men, who adored her, were, at her death, 
drove to defpair, and, as a proof of it, 
they all killed ihemfelves. Their tragi- 
cal ftory is engraved in letters of gold up- 
on that piece of marble, and the fe three 
fmall figures, reprefent the defpairing 
lovers in the aft of making away with 
themfelves. One fwallows poifon, ano- 
ther falls upon his fword, and the third is 
fitting a rope about his neck to hang him- 
felf." 

The demon obferving that Don Cleofas 
laughed at this prodigiouQy, and deemed 
hugely diverted at feeing three fuch fi- 
gures placed over the tombs of a citizen's 

B 5 daughter. 
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daughter, faid to him, " SigniorCleofas, 
fince I find this entertains your fancy Co 
much, I have a great mind this inftanc 
to carry you to the banks of the Tagus, 
and (hew you a fepulchral monument, 
▼/hich a dramatic author caufed to be 
creded for himfelf in the church of a vil- 
lage near Almarus, whither he hath re* 
tired, after having led at Madrid a long 
and jovial life; This author had furnifh- 
ed the theatre with a^ great many pieces 
Huff *d with' all* manner of fcwd- ribaldry % 
for which he repented before his death. 
On his tomb he caufed to be reprefented a 
kind of funeral pile, confifting of his own 
works, with the figure of modefty holding 
a torch ready tofet it on fire. 

Befides the remains of the dead (hut 
up in thefe tombs I have been now (hew- 
ing you, there are vaft numbers of others • 
buried without any fepulchral monument. i 
I fee their ghofts wandering up and down; 
paffing and repafling one another without | 
intermifTion, but without interrupting the 
f :lcmn rcpofe of this facred abode. They 
jpeak not indeed to- one another, but in 
ihetr filence I can read their thoughts/' 
*' How vex'd am I, fays Leandro Perez, , 
that I cannot enjoy, with yotJ, ih« piy^ 

furc 
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fure of beholding thecn/* ** Th^t ratif- 
fa^ioa I caa give you, faid Afmodci)s ; 
nothing is earG'm* tor m^.'* At tliac inftanc 
the demon t^uch'dthijs eyes,, and by an iU 
lulinary vifion^ m^e bim behold an. in- 
finity numb;er of fleeting] fpirits, doafth'd 
in vs^hite* 

Ac the fight of thefe phaiM^oms Don 
Cleofas fliuddered. " What, fays Af- 
modeus^ do you tremib]^ at tbe^ fight of 
tlicfc fpeftres ? Do they terrify yon ? Lee 
not th^eir drefs difcompofe you ; on the 
contrary^ fponi henceforward accuftom 
your mind to the idea* of it; for it is the 
uniform of the iic^aaes, and whax intims 
you yourfcif muft put on. Take courage 
then, and fear nothing. I am. fkirprifed 
your rcfbludon: ftiould fail yoy onibisjoc-r 
cafion, W'hQ havchad^theboldn^isto.ftand 
the. fight of me -, for I aifure you thefc you 
fee are f^r more harmlei^ than L" 

At thsfe wetrd^ the. ftyd.ent fum.nfw>ning; 
all his courage, beheld thele pafling Ihades, 
without" ib miiflch emqti<?n, " C^nfvder 
them aJl attencivefy; f;^id Afmodcus, to 
Ipim. The nj^an who. Ue& undeif the fopeib 
maufbleum hene mixes* with hitn. tliat 
-r€A§ under the humble turf. The.difFe- 

B 6 ' rent 
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rent degrees of grandeur, that made the 
diftinftion between them while in the 
world, here fubfifts no more. The great 
officer qf ftate, and the firft miAifter are 
here reduced to a level with the loweft of 
mankind. Like as the hero of the tra- 
gedy becomes himfelf again when the 
curtain drops, fo thefe great men, with 
the courfe of their lives, finifli their courfe 
of ^andeur." 

" One thing I obfervc here, faid Lean- 
dro ; I fee a fpirit wandering all alone, 
andfecmingly to avoid the company of the 
others." *' If you faid the others avoid- 
ed it, anfwered the demon, you would 
fay truly. Would you know who this 
ihade is ? It is the ghoft of an old fcrive^ 
ner, who had the vanity- to order himfelf 
to be buried in a lead coffin ; which has 
given fuch offence to all the other ghofti 
of his Own rank, who have been interred 
more modeftly, that, to mortify him for 
his arrogance, they are determined . none 
of them (hall keep him company." 

" I have fomething elfe to obfervc to 

you, replied Cleofas. Two ghbfts here, 

in paffing by, flopped for a moment to 

look at one another, and then continued 

5 their 
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their courfe/* " Thefe are the (hades of 
two intimate friends, replied Afmodcu's, 
one a painter, and the other a mufician. 
They were indeed every now and then 
guilty of the fin of drunkennefs, but in 
other refpefts very honeft fellows, and 
both died in the fame year. As often as 
the manes of thefe two friends meet, ftruck 
with the remembrance of pleafures paft, 
they fay to one another in pathetic filence. 
Ah ! my friend, fo merry as we two have 
been 1" 

" Mercy on me, cries Cleofas, what a 
a couple of ghofts are thefe I fee walking 
together at the end of the church. How 
ftrangcly different they are both .in their 
mien, and in the fize of their bodies, ' One 
of them IS of an immenfe ftature, and 
ftalks with a moft (lately gravity •, the 
other is a meer pigmy, and (kips along 
as if he were in the ftep of a minuet.** 
*' The large one, reolied the demon, is 
a German who died a martyr to the em« 
peror's health, which he drank in three 
vaft bumpers of wine mixed with tobacco; 
and the other little fluttering thing is the 
fpirit of a departed Frenchman, who ac- 
cording to the gallantry of his own nation, 
thought proper one time, as he was go- 
ing 
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ing into a church, to (hew his politcnefsr 
by offering holy water to a youjjg, Udy as 
ihe was coming out.; and that very fame 
day rcvcived the reward of his good breed- 
ing from the mouth of a piAol. 

I diftingAii^ in the croud^ Gries Aftzvi)^ 
deus, three pi;etcy remariubk g^ofts^ and 
I muft lee y^ou know ior Wrhat mariner their 
ibuJb cai9ie to be diiliQked from th^ir bo- 
dies. They formerly animated three ac^- 
trefles, who made as much noife at Ma« 
drid, as ever Origo, Citheris, and Ar- 
bufcula did: at Rome, and^ like them, 
were fully inftrufted in the art of pleafing 
men in public, and ruining them in pri- 
vate. Now,, fuch was die end of thefe 
famous Spaniih a^lrefles. Qne died fud- 
denl]^ of eavy attheapplaufethe audience 
gave a new aidrefs. The other fhor.tened 
her days in the excefs of a debauch ; and 
the third, happening to over- heat herfelf 
on the ftage as flie aded the part of a veC- 
tal, died of a mifcarriage behind the 
fcencs. 

But now, continued Afmodeus, let us 
leave ta reft in peace the manes of the 
dead ; we have examicied them fulliciently 
already. I am now to prefcnt to your 
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fight arr obje6t, which ought to makecvcn 
a ftronger impreffion on youp mind than 
the fight of thefe departed fpirits. By 
the fanpit power that I have feewcd you 
the fpiritsh of the dead, I will make death 
himfetf appear before your eyes. You 
ihdM fee this formidable foe of mankind, 
who inccflantly lies in wait without being 
feeft ; who, in the twinkling of an eye, 
traverfes the globe, and, in. an inftanr, 
fheds his baleful influence over all its in* 
habitants. 

Look towards the caft, and perceive 
him coming. What flocks of obfcene, 
ill-omened birds attend this king of ter- 
rors, and, with difmal fcreeches announce 
his approach. His never- wearied arm 
fuftains the fatal fey the, which mows 
down fucceeding generations. On one of 
his wings are painted war, peftilence, and 
famine, conflagrations, and (hipwrecksi 
with all the other fatal events^ incident to 
men, which every moment make them 
become his pr'TT; and, on hts other wing, 
you fee reprefgnted young graduates in 
phyfic, receiving their degrees in the pre- 
fence of death, who gives them the doc- 
toral cap, aftef they have taken the oath, 

never 
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never to prefcribe other wife than according 
to the prefent pradtice." 

Though Don Cleofas was fully con- 
vinced that what he faw was purely ima- 
ginary, and that Afmodeus only fliewed 
him death in this form, to divert him- 
felf ^t his expence, yet he could not look 
upoa the phantom without horror. How- 
ever, he took courage, and faid to the de- 
mon, ** This griefly fpedre will not, I 
am perfuaded, pais through Madrid, 
without leaving behind him fome tokens 
of his being there." " That you may be 
aiTured of, replied the demon ^ he comes 
not here for parade only.

He touched hltrt with the mortal fcythe, 
and the man immediately expired, m the 
midfl of his family^ who fet up moft 
howling lamentations^ *^ There is no gri- 
mace here, faid Afmodeus. This man 
was tenderly beloved by bis wife and chil- 
dren, and, befides, now. that it is gone^ 
they know not how to fubfift •, fo that 
their grief is undoubtedly fincere. 

• But it is not the fame in regard to what 
pafles. in this other houfe, where you fee 
death (tretching his withering hand over 
that old man who has been bed-ridden for 
fome time. He is a counfelior, who has 
always lived fingle, and has not allowed 
himfelf the neceflaries of life, in order to 
heap up wealth, which he leaves to his 
three nephews, who gathered about him 
as foon as they heard he drew near to his 
end. They affedled the deepeft afflidion, 
and afted their parts to admiration ; but 
now they take off the malk, and begia 
to. play the part .of heirs in good earneft, 
after having whimpered in the chara^er of 
tender relations. They begin ta rummage 
every v/here,^ and will find vaft (lore of 
gold and filvef. One of the heirs has been 
juft now faying to the other, *^ What a 

blef- 
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blefling it is for poor nephews to have 
miferly uncles, who forego all the enjoy- 
ments^ of life, only to procure it for their 
rep -efentativcs." " A pretty funeral ora- 
tion this, fays Cleofts," ** Oh ! replies 
the demon, I can tdl you, that moft fa- 
thers who are rich, andlive long, nmay ex- 
peft the fame elogiium from their owa 
children^ 

Wjiile thefc young gentlemen^ fn the 
height of joy, are fearching the coffers of 
the deceaferf,. tfteir late much honoured 
wncle; death has winged his way to that 
grand hotel, where Itvcs a young noble- 
man, wha is iH of the fmall pox. Thi& 
lord, the moft amiable pcrfon about coisirt; 
is juft going to be cut off ift the flower of 
Wfe yogtft, ii) Ipice of the ftmou« phyfi- 
ciwi who^ attends* htm, or perhaps It may 
•be, becatsfe that rery phyficJan; dbes at- 
tend him* 

Oblerve how rapid the opepations of 
death go on. AJ ready has he cut the 
thread of that young lord's dtftiny, and 
is now preparing for another exploit. You 
fee he takes his ftand on the^ top of a 
convent, defcends into one of the cells^ 
and encountering a pious ecckfiaftic, puts 

an 
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an end to a life of forty jrears penance and 
mortification. But though death, in all 
his terrors, does not frighten this blame*- 
lefs prieft, it is hr otherwifc in regard la 
that great houfe there, which he will fill 
with dread and horror; for he is now 
juft on the point of grappling with a richr 
licentiate, lately promoted eo the fee of 
Aibarazk)* This prdase thinks of sto- 
thing but of preparations to enter upoa 
his^diocefe^ with ail the pomp and mag- 
nificence, now a days ufiial withi the U^ 
Shops, of the church* Death is the fiurcheft 
frfxn bisk thoughts, t?hoiigh diis moment 
be will f<jt out for the other world, and 
with as few attendants as the holy reclufe, 
«Dr ami I fwe that he wilt be reaeiyed as, 
favourably." 

• •* Mcfdful God; cries^ Zambullo,. he 
goes into the paliace of the king : how I 
tremble- left a touch of that tremendous 
fcythe, fhould throw all Spain into un- 
fpeakaWc confternation/* " You have 
rcafon to be afraid, faid Afmodeus, for 
death knows no diftindbion between fcep- 
tered monarchs and the lowcft of their fub~ 
jefts. But, for this time, you may be 
cafy } he docs not yet vifit the king, but 
one of his courtiers, one of thofe great 
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lords, whofe only bufinefs it is to attend 
the levee, and pay their court -, and you 
know thefe are not the men of the nation 
•he moft difficult to be replaced." 

• " But as far as I can perceive, faid 
Cleofas, he is not fatisfied with having

Fix 
your eyes there on that deplorable fpefta- 
-clc." " 1 do perceive, fays Cleofas, a la- 
dy, who tears her hair, and is flruggUng 
inthe arms of her women: why is» (he 
fo mifcrably afflided ?" " Look into the 

apart- 
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apartment over agaiaft her, replied Af- 
tnodeus, and there you will find thecaufe. 
You obfcrve a young gentleman, ftretch- 
ed dead upon that magnificent bed -, he 
was her hufband, and Ihe is in defpair for 
the lofs of birti. The ftory is moving, and 
defer ves ^to be recorded.

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:all rcfpefts equal,, and fuch a fympathy 
was in their- tempers, that what was agree- 
abletoDon Fadriquc was furely fo to Don 
Juan.

kicking defperately, . with a number of 
people in night-gowns, endeavouring to 
part them. I beg you will \}t fo sood a5\ 
to let .me know the meaning of this." 
** That I will with plcafure, days Afmo- 
deus. as, ipy only bufinefs at prefent is to 
fatisfy your curiofity. 

Theifetwo figures you fee battling with 
eaph ot)][er arc t>yp poets, one a writer of 
tragedies, and the other of -comedies. 
They are Frenchmen. The reft of the 
company, who endeavour to part them, 
confift of one Fleming, one Italian, and 

two 
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two [Germans. They live all in the fame 
place, which is a hauieof fumifhed lodg- 
ings only for foreigners. The tragic pocc 
having undergone fome mortr&cation in 
his native country, is come to Spain ; and 
the comedian, not being quite facisfied 
with his fucce'i^ at Faris, has undertakea 
the lame journey, in hopes to better his 
for tusne at Madrid. 

The tragedian, though an afltimingi, 
infigmficant fellow, had procured to him- 
felf no fmall degree of reputation in hisi 
own country, in fpite of the j udicious part 
of the public. To keep brs^ mufe ia 
breath, he exercifes her every day, ai^dis. 
eternally corinpofing. This very njght, 
not being able to Qeep, he began a new 
piece, the fubjeft of which is from tho 
Iliad, and in a twiiikHng (ini£bed' a ictne; 
As he has, like the; reft of the frisrtcrhity 
(though we-inay reckon it one of his leaflj 
faults) an infatiable itch of tormenting in- 
nocent and well-meaning people wi.t.h. a 
i*ecital of his works, he immediat^ ^ot 
«ut of bed, anrfv taking hti'cahdf^, be- 
gan to rap^^ith great vthcoiencrat^'thc 
door of hh brother Banlv who, employ* 
iog his hours much better, at that time 
fttdtilged himfelf iiLprofbundfnoririg,' amf 
' J bid 
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Wd defiance to the Mufes, HoweVef, 
waking at the noife, be ftafted up ^nd 
opened the doo^ when immediately the 
tragedian, with the air and geftures of a 
bedlamite, Down, faid he, down upon 
your knees ^nd worfhip a genius, whotti. 
Melpomene infpires. I am, j»ft t\6W 
brought to bed of twins j of moft beau*' 
tiful couplets. But why do I fay I ? *T\s 
not I, 'tis Apollo himfelf; they are hi« 
'legitimate offspring. Were I at Paris, I 
this moment would ^o about and reh^aife 
them from boufe to houfej.and I only 
wait the approach of nw>rn, to j^y my 
compliments to our ambaflador here. Ohi 
liow he and all the Frencih in Madrid will 
be charmed with them? However, Sir^ 
before any one (hould fee them, I thought 
proper to give you the preference* 

Sir, fays the comedian^ with a horri- 
ble yawn, I am infinitely honoured With 
this mark of diftin&ion. The only grie^ 
vous circumftance is, that you have chofe 
a very improper time. I happened to go 
to-bed very late, and am fo overpowered 
with flumber, that I cannot anfver lor 
myfelf» but that I may fall afleep in th^ 
Yery time -^ou are repeating. Oh ! as to 
that, ceplies ^is ^vriter of tragedies^ I 
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will take upon me to anfwer for your vi- 
gilance. Fall afleep while I repeat ! No, 
no; were ypu flirouded in the fcpulchre, 
the fcene that I have compofed would 
make your. dry bones live. My verfifi- 
cation is no farrago of trite fentimenrs and 
common-place phrafes, fupportcd only by 
rhime j *tis the true,- the genuine fpirit of 
poetry,' which fearches the heart and tries 
the reins. I am none of thofe little poe- 
tafters, whofe flimfy produftions go off 
the fcene, like fpcdtres, and may be fent 
to the cape of Good-Hope to divert the 
Hottentots. ^ My produdions, worthy to 
be confecrated with my ilatue in the Pa^ 
latiqje library, bring croqded audiences 
even ;ifter the thirtiech night. But come, 
continues this mirror of modefty, let us 
come to the lines themfelves, of which, 
brother, I here offer you the firft-fruits. 

. This IS my tragedy. The death of 
Patroclus. Scene the firft. Enter Bri- 
feis^. and other captives of Achilles. They 
tear their hair, and beat their breads, and 
are not even able to fupport themfelves. 
T^is, you are to ; obferve, is, the cffed: of 
their grief for the death of Patroclus. 
Overcome by dcfpair, they all at once, 
as if thek heels were tripped up, fall 

down 
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down upon the ftage* This youMl per- 
haps fay, is fomewhat boldi, but that is 
th« very thing! aim, at. Let your Jittic 
geniufes, a Gad's name, confine them- 
felves within the narrow bounds of rule 
and imitation. With. all my hearty it 
4nay be, perhaps, well judged in them to 
be fo chafte.and referred 5 but fori me, I 
lay that I love to ftrike out fomethinff 
new, and hold its maxim, that to mek 
and ravilh the paffions of an audience^ 
images ought ^to be reprefentcd Tuch as 
no man ever dreamt of, or cquldany ways 
cxpedh WelJ^ then, the captives arc oh 
the ground: Phoenix, the governor of 
Achilles is witht hem, who raifcs them up, 
not at once, but one after the other, and 
then begins : 

Priam, with He^or and his town muft fall; 
His comrade dear Achilles will revenge ; 
Atridcs fierce, Camclus the divine. 
The godlike Nettor, with Eumelus brave, 
Leon tes. dextrous at the fword and fpear, 
Uly^ fly, and Diomedes. ftrong* 
For combat fierce^ AchiUcsdofes prepare. 
And towards Troy his ftceds immortal 
drives. 

With %ced niorc rapid than his fieiyrrage, 
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Speed fcarce diftinguiflied by the foiiow*-

Advance, quoth he, my Xahthus dear,

making pompous vcrfes. I ihall not neg"- 

left to put the fini(hing hand to it, I af- 

Xure you. Sir. T-^J^e my word for it, 

added he, all my works are trge ftctJing ; 

being obliged to ftop at the end of every 

line, when I repeat, to receive the ap- 

piaufe of the auditors. I remembier I 

read a tragedy in a houfe at Paris, where 

E 3 every 
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every day all the moft famous wits meet at 
dinner, and where I afTure you, without 
Vanity, I do not pafs for a dunce. The 
celebrated countefs of Vieille-Brune hap*- 
pencd to be there. Her tafte is inexpref* 
iibly pure and delicate, and I am her fa- 
vourite poet. H^r cheeks were bedewed 
with tears, from the very firft fcene. Ifl 
the fecond ad fhe called for another hand- 
kerchief: during the third aft fhe did 
nothing but fob and figh; and in the 
fourth was taken with a fit of the cholic & 
but at the cataftrophe I was a^fraid (he ac« 
tually would have expired with the hero 
of my tragedy. 

The comedian had hitherto kept the 
miifcles of his countenance in a proper de- 
corum,, but could bold no longer, and 
burfting into a fit of laughter. Ah! well 
dp 1 know that lady, fays he ; that is her 
vpry charafteri fhe cannot bear comedy : 
(o great is her averfion to it, that before 
the entertainment begins, fhe generally 
quits the houfe, to c^rry off all her grier. 
Tragedy is her favourite paflion j be, the 
piece good or bad, if you but introduce 
unhappy lovers, you are fure to melt the 
heart of her ladyfhip. To be plain with 

. you, 
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you, if I compofed ferious pieces, Ifhould 
make choice of better judges. 

Oh ! I have others too, replied the tra- 
gedian : a thoufand people of quality, 
male and female, are my admirers. And 
I fhould be as diffident of them, cries the 
comedian. I would as little truft to their 
judgment; and do you know the reafoti 
why ? The greateft part of the time you 
are rehearfing, thefe kind of people are 
thinking of fomething elfe, ' and only 
catch at the beauty of a fingle vc^ffej or 
the delicacy of fome one particular fenti- 
ment ; and that is fufficient for them to 
praife a whole piece, let all the reft of it 
be ever fuch ftuff. And, for the fame 
reafon, if they happen to attend to any 
verfcs, which may be either low or ftiffi 
they very often, upon that account, damn 
the whole of a good play. • 

Come then, fays the tragedian, if yott 
will not admit people of that fort as pro- 
per judges, I refer myfelf tothe applaufii 
of the pit. Pifli ! replies the other, don*c 
tell me of the pit ; the pit often (hews the 
caprice of its decifions. The audience 
therearefo (hamefully milled in their judg- 
ment, that fometimes they are ridiculoufty

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):)e(b(Ced to a moft wretched perforsiance,. 
two who]c months together. Indeed 
when the piece comes to be printed^ they 
are undeceived ^ and the author falls rnto 
difgrac^, ^ter a run of the moft happy 
iliccefs..

Well, that may be as ic will, but is 
what I have nothing to apprehend from, 
anfwers the tragic writer. My works un-» 
dergo as many editions as reprefentations. 
I own, indeed^ it is not the fame in ref^ 
peft to comedres ft there the publication is 
fure to difcover the failings, as they are 
but infignUicant performances^ and tb^ 
produ^ions of a low genius. Softly good 
Mr^ writer of tragedies, replies the co- 
mediaa ; I fay again foftly. You don't 
^eem to be apprized that you begin to be « 
warm. I defire you will fpeak of comedy, 
at Icaft before me, with a littte more re- 
verence. Do yoi; imagine. Sir, that a 
(Comedy is not as difficult to compofe as a 
tragedy ? Undeceive yourfelf, and give 
me leave to tell you. Sir, that it is as dif - 
ficult to make people of tafte laugh, as to 
make them cry. Know, frpm hence«< 
forward, that the defigii of a comedy,. 
which comprehends the numners of com* 
fnon life^^ if it is properly conducted, re- 

q^uires 
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quires as much addrefs and (kill in the 
execution, at the plan of any fubjc£t 
founded upon the moil heroic a£Hon$, 

loi^ \ replies the tragic poet, with a 
fneer, I am glad at my heart to hear you 
talk after this manner. Come, Monfieur 
Calidas, we'll end all difputcs. Theresa 
my hand : and to convince you of nnty 
fincerity, I give you my honour, that 
for the future I will efteem your works 
as much as I have hitherto defplfed them. 

1 value your contenipt mudi, Monfieur 
Giblet, fays the other, with quivering 
lips ; and to give a proper anfwer to thefe 
iiiibtent airs of yours, I will tell you can* 
didly my opinion of thofe veries you have 
been- juft now plaguing me with. The 
images on the whole are ridiculous, and 
though taken from Homer, are ne'er a 
bit the lefe fo for that. Achilles fpeaks 
to his borles, and his horfes anfwa[ him* 
This idea is low i and the iimile of the 
fwains making a Hre upon the top <^ a 
mountain is every whit as bad. It is do- 
ing no honour fx> the ancients tx> pilfer 
Irom them in this manner. DotibtleiB 
chey abound in nobie and refined ftrokes 
of gcniua^ butItio{)e, Sk^ you wiU noc 
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take it amifs if I am opiniQn) it is other-' 
'* guife folks than you that are able to dif- 
tinguiih them. ... 

To this Giblet replied : As you have 
not tafte enough to relifii the beauties of 
my poetry, and to puniih you for having 
'e dared to critici^ on my fcene^ you ihall 
not hear the rad of it. End of it ! replied 
'thie other, God hdp me, I am puniflied 
.enough already, in having been obliged 
.to hear the beginning. You pretend to 
defpife my comedies : Lookee, Sir, I 
telF ydu, that the worft comedy I can 
make, will be ftill beyond the bed of 
your tragedies. And let me tell you fur- 
ther, *tis much eafier done, to veil non- 
fenfeip fuftian and bombaft, than to hit 
off the elegance and pjeafantry of wit. 

I t^ank God, replied the tragedian, 
with an air of contempt, if I am not fo 
happy as to have your efteem, I think I 
may comfort myfelf under that ^fflidtion. 
However, the court happens to judge 
more favourably of me : and the penfion 
the king has . been pleafed— <Poh ! don't 
think to bambouzl&me with your penfion, 
fays Calidas ; I know better things : I 
know too well how they are obtained, to 

have

have the better opinion of your writings 
for that. ' Once more I repeat it, you 
muft not imagine yourfelf fupcrior to co- 
mic writers; and to fliew you how much 
I think tragedy inferior to comedy, the 
moment f return into France, if I have 
not fuccefs in comedy, I will humble 
myfelf to the writing of tragedy. Why 
really, replies Giblet, for a farce-maker 
methinks you fhew a little too much va^ 
nity. And for a mere vetfifier, cried the 
other, who has no other merit than a 
little fublimated fuftian, methinks you 
take rather too much upon you. You 
ate aninfolent follow, my dear little Mon* 
fieur Calidas, and were h not in your 
chamber, the Peripetie of this^ adventure 
ihouid teach you to , pay more rcfpcft rb 
the bulkin. O my great and mighty 
Monfieur Giblet, I beg that conlideratioii 
may be no manner of obftacle : if you 
have a mind to enter into that method of 
argumient, i like my own chamt>er for the 
ifc^ne of a^ion as well as any- ctlidif place. 

At that iffftant they grappled. ' ^The 
comedian with his left hand feized this wri^ 
ter of tragedies by the right! ear, the-craf 
gedian did *t^e fame by- him ^ and in chat 
OQttude, they made alternate ^f^k4tio<ii 
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totwch other's javrs, while their feet kept 
. a kind of concert by various and repeated 
kick$. An Itnlian who lodged in the 
iiextiFoont, overhearing this converfetion^ 
^Dd . judging what it wouki end iij^ ^qt 
/Kit of bed, and called up the people 
<)f: the houfe, in . compafiiott to th^ two^ 
miferable Frenchmen^ thoi^h he was 
not of tteir country* A Flemings and 
ti¥o Germansi whom you now fee w^ 
J>fghlngOwn3, 'Wrae wp*, aod. after feme 
^iflicMlty xiifengagi^d them ftom each 
{f>tber« i > . i 

. Thii^fray of the poets, fays Don Cleo- 
fas, diterts -fDc much ; and by what F 
x«n lear^ from is* it would fecm that in 
iFraofCr.^e. <:onipoffr& of tragedy value 
themfelv'cft .above tfie writers of coiliedy. 
iDlQublM^ &y^ AfnH>deuSy the one thinks- 
Jhiff)ifdlf a^ much above the other^ as the 
teroesifi tragedy arefuperior to the valeta 
jde ichaiKtoftf in ci)nje.dy. . But whence 
arifta «|btl-y^^ Jwperiprky f fays Doa 
Cleofa^. Is it that compofing a tragedy 
A% tcally .fojnuch frton^ diflicuitthaB to 
write a cjpnaedy ? Thei queftioa you pi»* 
pofc:^ me,; replies ihe demon, Jias been 
sbe.fubje&; of 4 thoafand difputes, and ia. 
IHU uii^idef}. . : Aa to ime^ noy judg- 
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ment is this; (no o&nce, I hope, ta 
thofe vfho may be of a different opinion) 
I fay it is as difficult to write a comedy aa 
a tragedy ^ for if the lad was a iign of 
more univerfal genius than the other, ; it 
would conclude, that a tragedian' was 
more capable of writing a coipedy thab 
the beft comic author. Now daily ex*- 
perience convinces us, that this .is not 
jrue. So that ihefe two difiereat fpecies 
of poetry require a genius equally able, 
though of a different chara^er, properly 
to execute them* But it is now time» 
added the demon, to refume the thread oi 
our ftory^ which this digrefiion has inter- 
rupted. 

CHAP- IV- 

Continuation and conclufion of the Powef of 

Friendfbip* 

^^ HO' Theodora's &rv«nts had not 
b^n able to refcue their lady fiom 
the ruf&ins that carried her off» they had> 
Jbowever fhewn a deal of courage^ and their 
valour proved fatal to Tome of AJvaro's 
people.

This 
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This difcovery eafedthe minds of Men* 
doza and the Toledan. They left the 
wounded man in the caftle, where he ex- 
pired a few hours after, and returned to 
Valencia, confulting what.courfe was pro- 
per for them to take on thiisf bccafion. 
They determined to go and find; om their

they made ufe of accordingly. 

^ The ihip fet fail with as fair a wind as 
they could wi(h ; but about five or fix 
hours after they were becalmed, and at 
night the wind coming contrary, they 
were obliged to lye- by, in hopes it would 
change. In this manner they continued 
for three days, and on the fourth, about 
two in the afternoon, they efpied a ihip 
under full iail, bearing dire£Uy down up- 
on them. At firft they took her for ^ 
merchant<*man ; but finding fhe came 
within cannoa-ihot of thern^ without

The pirale oidered ar party: of lus meti 
to learch the Spani(h ihipi chat is^ to 
plunder it of every thing, they could find* 
The corfair of Tunis gave the fame order 
to his men ; fo that all thefe unhappy 
wretches, who were pafiengers, were, in 
an inftant, difarmed and ftripped of every 
thing \ after which they were . brought 
on board the Algerine„ where the two 
pirates divided them by, lot* 

It would have been fome^ coniiblituoa ta 
Mendoza and his> friend^ had they faliea 

to 
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to the fliare of the farae mafter. Their 
chains would have fat lighter upon them,, 
had they bore them in company with one 
another -, but fortune, who had a mind to 
make them undergo the moft rigorous 
defliny, gave Don Fadrique to the pirate 
of Tunis, and Don Juan to the Algerine. 
You may imagine the grief and defpair of 
thefe two friends, oh finding themfelves 
feparated ; they threw themfelves at the 
feet of the mailers of the corfairs, con- 
juring them, in the name of heaven not 
to feparat<; them. But thefe rovers, whofe 
minds were proof againft the moft pierc-

<dey Mezomorto bought Don Jfyan for his, 
jnafter, and they employed this rww flavc 
to work in the gardens of the Hiram ^; 
•Such emj^yment, though hard upon a. 
gentkmgnV was nevtrthekfs agreeable to 
Don Jt«in, as it afforded him the mire-.

He xefiedted an them tvery 
moment ( aiid^ farwas.he fromendea-' 
vouring to rennove thofe .mdancholy ideaa 
from his imagination, that he feemed to 
take a please 4n recalling them to his^ 
memory. 

It happened one day as ht was at work^ 
ke was finging to:huafelf a fbrrow&l ditty, 
without . perociving the dey, iisho walked 
in the gardens. Mezomorto flopped to 
liflM to km I and Jiking his yoi^> t}ut 
of cvPriofi^y came up to him; md aiked 
his ns^ne ?

However, before 
I yield to the tranfports of my paflion, \ 
will make one effort more to conquer her 
obftinacy, and intend to make ufe of 
you as the means of bringing her to r^a* 
fon. As ih/e is a Chriftian,^. and of: ypu^ 
nation, fhe will very probably, ptit a qoni 
fidence in 'you, and may, perhaps, bjf 
perfuaded by you fooner than another, 
Yw may imprefs her with high ideas of

You are too beautiful 
to be confined to reign over the hearts of 
Chriftians. Heaven did not form fucb as 
you for that miferable race of mortals : 
You deferve the homage of the greateft of 
mankind ; none but mufTulmen are wor- 
thy to poflTefs you. I will go immediately 
back to Algiers, continued hej though 
I have taken no other prize, I am certain 
the dey, my maftef, will be fatisfied with 
the fucccfs of my cruize. I am not afraid 

of 
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of his condemning my impatience to de- 
liver into his hands a beauty, that will be 
the pleafure of his life, and the ornament 
of bis feraglio. 

At this difcburfe, which let me know 
what I was to expeft, I redoubled my 
lamentations. Aby Aly, who faw in ano- 
ther light than I the caufe of my fears,

fuffer even lefs in the lofs of my liberty^ 
than in the horrors which I feel ac 
the addrefles of the dcy v and though hi- 
therto he has behaved as a complatfanc 
and refpedful lover, I am notwithftand-^ 
ing under perpetual terrors, and every 
moment dread, left, growing weary of a 
condudt which^ no doubt, is irkfome to 
him, he fliould make a brutal ufe of the 
power he has over me. The apprehen- 
lion of this haunts me night and day like 
a fpedre, and every moment of my life i* , 
a frefti repetition of my torment*.

Ic came at laft, and, to add to their good 
fortune, it was very dark. As foon as 
the time was come to exec^ute their enter-

Too generous friend I (faid Don Fa* 
drique, agitated withdefpair;) but you 
iliail iiot go alone ; the fame weapon chat 
gave you the blow, fhall revenge you on 
your affafiin. If my^ miftake frees fne from 
the guilt of at crime, it does not fatisfy my 
own mind. At thefe words, turning his 
point to his breaft, he run himfelf up to 
the hilt, and fell upon the body of Don 
Juan, who fainted away, occafioned moro 
from his fiirprisx at the defpair of his 
friend, thiiii by the loft- of blood he tiad 
jQiilained 

Francifcd and the renegadoi who were 
about ten paces diftant, and who had 
their own reafohs for not affifting Alvaro^ 
were aftonifhed to heir thefe laft words, 
and behold this laft aftion of Don Fadri-^ 
que.

After having for fome time preferved a 
mournful and tender filence, Don Fadri- 
que began, by addrefling himfelf to The- 
odora : Mad^rn, faid be, before I die, I 
have the pleafure of feeing you delivered 
from, (\a very. Would to heaven your 
u: J . ^ .... liberty 
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liberty been owing to rne ; but provrdencc 
has ordered it that you fliould owe thar 
obligation to the man you love ; and t 
love this rival too well to complain at ir. 
I only wi(h the wound 1 have been fo- 
unhappy as to give him may not prevent 
his enjoying the efFeds of your gratitude^ 
The lady anfwered nothing to this decla- 
ration. ,So tar was (he then from deplor- 
ing the hard fate of Mendoza, that fhe 
felt for him fentiments of avcrfion, when 
(he reflefted on the condition Don Juan 
was in. 

In the mean time, the lurgeon began 
to examine and probe their wounds. He 
began with Zarates, whofe wound he 
found not dangerous, as the fword had* 
Ofily glanced under the left bread, ■ with- 
out hurting any of the vital parts.

duft, and honour mc^ in my di^^atih, with 
jhefe marks jof ffiodemefs wd hts^ikyfu 
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*Tin then - fufpend your forrows, which 
pierce my heart more fenfibly than the 
agonies I now endure •, and learn by what 
labyrinths the deftiny that purfues me, 
conduced me to thefe fatal fliorcs, which I 
ftaincd with the blood of myfelf and of 
my friend. 

You are, no doubt, in pain to know 
how I came to miftake Don Juan for Al- 
varez, which 1 will give you an account 
of J if the fhort remainder of my life will 
give me time for this melancholy expla- 
naiion; ' . • 

Some hours after the fliip, in which I 
was, had left the Algerine, on board of 
which was Don Juan, we met a French 
privateer who attacked us, and having 
•made himfelf mafter of the Tunis corfair, 
fct us^^ on fhore neap Alicante The iirft

Aflift mc 
in my revenge, faid I with tranfport xo 
the renegade, give me an opportunity of 
deftroy ing my mortal enemy. If ou fliall 
have tt&t fatisfa&ion prefently, faid he ^ 
but tell me firft the ground of your quar- 
rel with Alvaro. Upon which I related 
to him all the particulars, and when I had 
done. At is very well, faid he, you have 
nothiing to do but come along with us 
this night, when you will be fhewn your 
rival i and when you have revenged your- 
ielf upon him, you may take his ^ace^ 
and accompany us to conduA Theodora 
to Valencia. 

Buit however gteat my impatienoe was, 
I did not forget Don Juan ; I left money 
for his ranibm in the hands of an Italian 
nierchant, called Frandibo Capali, who 
cefidts at Algiers, and who promifed me 
to redectn him, if he could get any intd-- 
ligence of him. At laft, night came, 
and I went to the renegado, who con* 
du&ed me to the fea-lbore. We ftopped 
at a fmail gate^ from whence a man came

But, 
thanks to heaven, added he. tenderly, my 
miftake will neither coft him his life^ nor 
be the occafioa of perpetual grief 00 The- 
t^ora. 

Ah I Mendoza, faid fhe, you don^C 
do me juftice, I Ihall never ceafe lament- 
ing the lofs of you ; fboviid I even marry 
your friiend^ iit will be but to mingle our 
Arrows and tears. Your unhappy ldv«, 
your friendihip^ your misfortimes will be 
the conftant fabjeA of our Gonver&tion. 
This is too rnuch^ Madam, replied Don 
- Fadrique, I am not worthy of being be* 
watled or remembered. Let me c6njure 
yoU| Madam, with my lateft breath, to 
marry Zaratea, as foonas he has avenged 
y^u upon Alv^o Ponza. Alvaro Ponza 
is no more, replied Theodora : the fame 
day he carried mc away, he was killed by 
the cof&ir thM cook m, 

5 Ma- 
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Madam, faid Mendoza, this news gives 
me pleafure ; my friend will then be fo 
much the fooner made happy. Indulge, 
without conftraint, your pafTicn for each 
other. I perceive, with joy, the mo- 
ment approach, which will remove the 
obftacle .your pity and his generofity made 
to your mutual felicity. May your days 
peacefully glide along in uninterrupted 
tranquillity, in aperfe(5t union, which the 
jealoufy of fortune may never be able to 
diilurbl. Adieu, Madam-, adieu, Don 
Juan : think both of you on a man who 
never loved any thing fo much as he did 
you. 

Don Juan and Theodora, inltead of 
anfwering him, redoubled their tears, 
which Don Fadrique perceiving, and, at 
the fame time, finding himfelf approach- 
ing towards his end, went on in this man'- 
ner : I find that I indulge my fondnefs 
too much; death already furrounds me, 
and I forget to-fupplicate the divine good- 
nefs to , pardon me for having, with my 
own hand, fhortened the period of a life 
which heaven alone ought to difpofe of. 
Having uttered thefe words, he lifted up ' 
his eyes to heaven, with all the figns^ of

After a proper explanation of the ya^ 
rious incidents attsnding their fortune^ 
they put the corpfe of Don Fadric^ue into 
a coach, and carried it .to Valencia : but 
he was not buried thsre, hecaufe the 
time of Don Francifco't vice-royalty be* 
ing on the point of expiring, this nobie^ 
man was preparing to fet out for Madrid^ 
where lie intended ta carry the body of 
- his nephew, 

Whilft they were making thefc prepa^i. 
rations for their departure, the wido\y of 
Cifucntcs (hewed her gratitude ift the ful* 
leit and moft generous manner to Fran- 
cifco 
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cifco and the renegado. Francifco went 
into Navarre, his native country, and the' 
rfenegadp, with his mother, returned to 
Barcelona, where he was received again- 
into the bofbm of the church, and where 
he yet lives very happily. During this- 
time Don Francifco received a packet 
from court, with a pardon for Don Juan, 
which the king, nocwithftanding the re- 
gard he had for the houfe of Naxera, 
could not refufe to the importunate foli- 
citations of all the Mendozas, who una* 
nimoufly joined their interefts to obtain it.

. gloom. In a word, Don Juan was begin- 
ing to be reftored to the peace and quiet 
of his mind : but a few days ago, as he 
was hunting, he fell fron) his horfe, by 
which accident he received a wound in his 
head that formed an dbfcefs, and the phy* 
licians have, not been able to f^ve his life. 
He is gone'; and Theodora^ the la<ty

ci, who had gone to meet them, went at 
their head, mounted, upon mules, that 
were covered with Iplack, as if they had 
been in mourping> and one of thefe good 
fathers carried the ftandard of the redemp- 
tion. The youngeft'of the Hayes wefit 
Hrfl:, and theoldeil laft^^ aad behind them 
al!, came mounted upon. ^ little horfe, a 
religieux of the fame order^ who looked 
like one of the ancient prophets, and was 
, chief of the mi/lion, Heattrafted the 
looks of all the fpe(5latofs, by the -great 
gravity of his miei^, and. a long, grey

ren; and the other, a woolen- draper's 
fon of Segovia, was taken by a corfair 
twenty.five years fince. He is afraid^ 
that in fo long a time, the face of affairs 
in his family may be changed ; and his 
apprehenfions are not ill grounded ; for 
his father and mother arc both dead, and 
his brothers, who fhared their t&e:% 
between them, have fquandered away the 
whole, by their bad management. 

i cannot help obferving, with atten- 
tion, one particular flave, faid Cleofas • 
and I judge, from his air, that he huggs 
himfclf at the thoughts of his being no 
more in dread of the battinado. Thij 
captive, whom you obferve, anfwered the. 
demon, has morfe than ordinary caufe to 
be rejoiced at his deliverance, .as he has 
got mtelligence that his aunt, to whom he 
»s fole heir, is juft dead ; by which he 
will immediately become mafter of a fplen- 

K 2 did 
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did fortune. The thoughts of this have 
an agreeable efFeft, and give that air of 
fatisfadion which you remark. 

It is far othcrwife with that unhappy 
gentleman who walks by- Tiis fide. A 
cruel anxiety gnaws him without ceafing, 
and the caufe is this ; when he was takea 
by an Algerine corfair, going from Spain 
to Italy, he was in love with a lady, and 
was beloved by her ; and he is now racked 
v/ith uneafinefs, left, during the time of 
his captivity, there ftiould be a change in 
the conftancy of his miftrefs. And has 
his captivity been long, laid Leandro ? 
Eighteen months, anfwered the other. 
Poh ! faid Zambullo, he can have no rea- 
fon to be alarmed, his fears are certainly 
groundlefs.

\ i which,,

Thomas de, Xara!. The beautiful Hy- 
polica likewife came, in for her fhare, and 
was very decently rigged out. Thus ic 
was this man made ufe of the iponey 
given him in tiuft, without once refleft- 
ing it was none of his own, and that it 
was a thing impofTible. for him ever to 
make any reftitution. But . thefe .things 
never . difturbed his confcience; nay, he 
even thought it was but right, that the 
fon of a hulbandman, as the other was, 
/jQiould pay for the honour of being ac- 
quainted. with a fquireof his dignity, and 
family. 

All. this. Fabricio very clearly forelaw, 
but then imagined, that in return forliis 
ducats, Don .Thomas would) treat him

immenfe riches, into his own country!, 
where he has purchafed two fineeftates. 

What an exquifitepleafure is this, re- 
plied the fcholar ? What tranfports of joy 
:.will he feel, to find his 'aged father re- 
turned^ from flavery ; and that he has it 
in his power to make him pafs the reft of 
Jhis days in peace and pleafure. 

You talk, replied : Afmodcus, . like a 
dutiful and afFcftionate child ^' but the 
Bifcayan is of a difpofition a little more 
callous. The unexpected return of his 
Jathcr will rather vex than rejoice him, 
Inflead of keeping him with him at his 
houfe at. Guipofcoa^ and doing every 
thing in Jais powec to teftify his joy at his 
redemption from flavery, he will put "bim 
into fome kind of office upon one of his 
ellatcs. 

As 
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As yott %rt Ciksn with tiie Jboks of 
that old man, pleafe tx> obferve that coun^ 
tenance juft behind him ; he is a pfayfi^ 
cian of Arragon, and as exadty refembles 
an old ape, as one egg is like anothen 
He has been but a fortnight at Algiers \ 
for when the Turks underitood what pro^ 
fefiion he was of, they would keep him 
Ao longer among them» and chofe to de^ 
liver him without ranfom to the fathers o£ 
la Merci, who refufed to ^ive one farthing 
for him, and who have, with the ucmoft 
-regret) brought him back into Spain. 

You who feel fo compaffionately for the 
diftrefs of another^ how would you bch 
wail the fate of that poor wretch, whofe 
bajd pate is covered with a cap of brown 
cloth, if you knew the mifcries he has 
undergone for the fpace^of twelve years, 
under an Englifli renegado, who was 
his miifter. And who is that unhappy 
man? A Francifcan friar, replied the 
demon *, though for my own (hare I

pian had put in his bag) take this, and 
come and fee me in eight days. After 
wJiich he told him his name, .and the- 
/ tlace of his abode, and parted -from hirn 
miite confufed at the thanks poor Piquillo 
r^jtijirned,. and the prayers be put up fgt 
his profperity. Aaions of generofity ar^ 
yery often of the fame kind ; we Ihould 
not admire a great many of them fo much, 
as we do, did we know the motives fronl^ 
whence they, proceeded*. 

At the end of eight days, Piquillo,. 
who did not forget what Don Pablos had 
faid, went and waited upon him. Baha«v 
bon received him with great civility, and 
l^d. to him. My friend, I have heard fo. 
good a charafter of you from every body,, 
that I have determined to contribute as 
inuch as in my power, to fet you up- 
again in the world once more;, and to 
that end will ufe (befides what I give you 
ii3yfelf)alitbe credit I have with my friends..

So the maa received the crowns, with«^ 
out ever. in the leaft imagining, that what 
he got was par-t of his own returned him^ 
but took them, really believing that a 
colle&ioQ had been made for him, and 
after agiain recurning Don Pablos his 
thanks, went home, thanking God for 
having raifed him up a friend, who ib^ 
warmly tnterefted himfelf in his hehalf.

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Next morning he met in the ffreets an 
acquaintance, whofe affairs were not rn a 
much better condition than his own. Thi^ 
man told him, that in two days he was 
to fet ouf for Cadiz, to embark on board 
of a (hip that was to fail for New Spain.

Cidiz. But before he left Salamanca, 
!ie took care 'to fend a letter to Bahabori, 
ih which he wrote hihi, that having f6und 
a favoiirable opport-unity to go over to 
Mexico^ he- had determined to ' embrace 
it, and try if fortune would not be. kinder

folicit4tioi;^> perhaps contributed more 
tp faye the qriminaly than even the leain^ 
«d ple4dmg3 o£ the rei^lor. ' 

The accu&d per fon got htn^lf bonourv 
a^lNy ^oq^V^iued^ and. went to thank, his der 
iJMeref^. whQ told hi^ it was ou^ of re-^ 
gard to his father he had done kjim that^ 
piece of £brvice. I lov^ hins, [iaid he^ 
ai:xd to give you a farther proof ^f it, if 
you will reoDain here, and lead al regular 
life, ni take care to proyide for y^u. . Or 
if you chufe to faUo:sar your fatlfer to the 
;fcdies> you may depend upon 'fifty pif- 
'toles, whenever you choofe to call fot^ 
Aeni . To which young Piquil to replied, 
' j^Qce I ha^ve the happinef% Sir, to be 
tak^n under your prote&ion,. it would be- 
wrong in aiQ to lea we a place where I en- 
jpy. la iiAgjulan aa advantage, I will.^ 
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Hot Icaire Salamanca, 'and I engage to 
obfervc luch a conduft as you will be fa- 
tisfied with. Upon thb declaration, tht 
reftor put into his hands twenty piftolesy 
faying. Take this, friend; follow feme 
lioneft employment, and if you make 
ftich a good ufe of your time as you ought, 
you may always depend upon my affif^^ 
tance. 

About twa months after this, it hap- 
pened, that young Plquillo, who always 
eame from time to time,- to pay his re- 
fpc&s to Don Pablos, appeared befprfc 
him all in tears. What's the matter? 
feid Bahabon. Signiory faid he, I have 
received a pia:e of news, that ftabs me to 
the very heart. My father is taken by a 
corfair of Algiers^ and is adlually ill 
chains. An old man of this^ town^ whli 
IS returned from Algiers, being - lately 
ratifomed bjr the fathers of La Merc?, 
after a ten years captivity, has juft now 
told me, that he left him there a flave.

At this difcourle, which looked Co 
jmu<h like the repentance of a prodigal 
fon reformed, Don Pablos was greatly 
moved with, the deep affliftion he faw 
yoimg Piquillo in.

What extrrordinary ^ emotion 
ftakes you fo,- and of a fudden ftops you 
myourfpeakiftg? Ah! Signior Lcandro,, 
anfwered Afmodeus, with a faultering 
voice, what a dreadful accident has be- 
follen me! The magician who cpnfined 
me prifoner in the phiat has perceived 
that I have made my efcapej 'and is going 
to call me back, by the power of fuch 
magical incantations, as are impofiible 
for me to refift. How grieved I am> 
feid Don Cleofas, with great concern ! 
What a lofe is this to me 1 Alas \ we fe» 
parate for ever. I don't believe fo, re- 
phed the demon y this necromancer may 
ftand in need of my affiftance ;• and if I 
have the good forttinc to do him any rc^ 
markable piece of frrvice, he may, per- 
kaps, in gratitude, give me my liberty.
